Doctor -Radar eanu advised that he was telophonically 
contacted at his employment by Irinoiu and arrangements 
were made to meet at St 45 P.M., in Grand Central station.

Upon meeting Irinoiu they proceeded to the 
Oyster Bar located in the terminal where Irinoiu ordered 
several glasses of "Dubonnet" wine and shrimp hors d 1 oeuvre*. 

Doctor Rudareanu advised that ha had previously 
contacted Irinoiu at Washington , D.C., concerning postponing 
the original departure of his »other-in -law. Ana spreit *ar, 
to Romania, on or about June 25, 1971. He advised that the 
reason for the requested delay was because his son^lorin, 
had mumps, and Irinoiu granted the visa extension until 
approximately duly 25, 1971.
